The federal government has 
put Belle Glade in the emerg- 
ency class for aid and set up 
$207,556 to help pay for the 
massive project. The city is 
asking its citizenry if it should 
borrow $1,800,000 to complete 
the job. 

This time the city faces three 
problems if it does not build a 
sewerage system: 1. A state 
board of health order to build 
a system in the next five to ten 
years. 2. The possibility of 
amoebic dysentery, a disease 
caused by excessive filth, 3. A 
remote possibility of an embar- 
go on vegetable shipments be- 
cause of a lack of sanitation. 

Plans call for the financing of 
the revenue bond issue on the 
basis of room units or multiples 
of room units. Four rooms of 
a house make a unit. City Man- 
ager Clarence Robinson says 
the maximum charge for a unit 
will be $5. "Special considera- 
tion will be made for commer- 
cial users as determined by a 
utilities board which will be 
established if the referendum is 
voted favorably. 

Certain considerations make 
the Belle Glade sewerage sy 
tem. cost than other sys- 
temi. in cities of comparable 
sire 1. The sysetm must be 
built from the ground up, that 
is, there is no previuos system 
on which to build. 2. No na- 
tural fall to the land requires 
that lift stations be built into 
all collection mains. 3. Sewer 
pipes must be anchored in rock 
so as not to float when the wa- 
ter table rises. 

Certain considerations might 
make the $5-rate lower: 1. The 
maximum $5 rate would pay 
off the indebtedness without ad- 
ditional revenue from commer- 
cial users, 2. A municipal uti- 
lities board will review the 
rate structure each year. 3. A 
tax might be levied on unde- 
veloped property which is serv- 
ed by the sewers.

Enjoined In Labor Suit 
Secretary of Labor James P. 
Mitchell has obtained an order 
in U. S. Court here prohibiting 
Di Giorgio Fruit Corporation, 
of Peters, from violating the 
child labor provisions of the 
Federal Wage and Hour Law. 

The order, signed by U. S. 
Judge Emett C. Choate, was.en- 
tered with the consent of the 
defendant. It was based upon a 
Labor - Department complaint 
that the company had employed 
several minors under 16 years 
of age on its tomato farm. 

The children were found by 
wage-hour investigators to be 
working during school hours for 
the defendant about the middle 
of January this year. Clem J. 
Denicke, field office supervisor 
of the Labor Department's Mi- 
ami wage-bour office said the 
federal law allows employment 
of children under 16 on farms 
outside of school hours. 

In addition to prohibitingem- 
ployment of children, the court 
order also directs the firm-mot 
to ship in commerce goods pro- 
duced by children illegally em- 
ployed.
